As though fo;ſothe,be were not better with God, then he 
can be with man. Therfoze, wheras foz a time pour grace mach 
bewailed their lack, not onely abſẽting pour (elffrb al companie, 
but alſorefuſing al kind of cofozt almoſt ded with heauines. your 
bodie beyng ſo wozne with ſo;otwe,that the long — 
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the lame, is muche ike to ſhozten your dates: ſhall deſire your

Alphonſus Aynge of Naples, had a Jeſter in his Courte, who 
made a booke, and kepte a reuenyng of all foltes,eſpectallie ſuche 
as be thought to bee folies, ol all thoſe Gentlemenne and others 
that waited in the Courte,whereat the Kyng tooke greate plea⸗ 
ſaxe oftentymes. And ſo it happened , that the kynge haupnge a 
Poze in his bouſe, ſente theſame manne into Leuante, with thꝛet 
oz fower thouſande pound in his purſe, to bute Poſes in Affrica.

made foz Conquerours:he was denied a ol his rewarde, be⸗ 
cauſe he made a digreſſion in his ſonge ( which in thoſe dates was 
tuſtomablie vſed) to the pzaiſe and commendation of Caſtor and 
Pollux ( wbo were then thought being Twinaes,and gotte by Iu 
piter to be Goddes,)of whom the Champion willed him to aſke a 
poztion,becauſe he had ſolargely ſet fozth thetr wozthie doinges. 
Now it chaunced,that where as there was made a greate feaſte, 
to the honour of theſame viqoꝛie, and Simonides had bene placed 
there as a geſte, de was ſodatnelpcalled from the table, and told 
that there was twoo yong men at the dooze,and bothe on bozſe⸗ 
backe,whiche deſired molte earneſtly to ſpeake withbym oute of 
bande. But when bs came out ofthe dozes,be ſaw none at al, not⸗ 
withltandpng, he was not fs ſone out, and bis fote on the thzeſhs 
dolde, but the Parlour fell downe immedtatly vpon theim al that 
were chere, and ſo craſſhed their bodies together, and in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that the kinFolke of thoſe whiche were dead, comming in, and de- 
lirous to burie thetm euery ons, acozdyng to their callynge,not 
onely coulde they not percelue them by their faces , but alſo they 
coulde not deſerne theim by any other marke, ot any parte in all 
their bodies. Then Simonides well remembzpng in what place 
euery one of theim did itte, tolde tbeim what enery one was, and 
gaue them their kinſſolkes carcaſes,ſo many as wer there. Thus 
the arte was firfte inuented. And pet ( though this bee but a fable) 
reaſõ might beat thus much into our heades, that if the like thing 
had been doen, the like remembꝛaunce might baue ben vſed, Foz 
who is he that leeth a doſen it at a table, whom he knoweth very 
well, can not telt, after thei are all riſen, where enery one of them 
did fit befoze?And therfoze, be it that ſome mi inuented this tale:
